selves on the Galllpoli peninsula. As 
a result the allied forces are meeting 
with great resistance, and the fighting 
has developed as violently as that in the 
other war arenas. 


Strait Long a Scene of Battles. 


The Dardanelles has been the scene 


of fighting since the -days of the an- 
cient Greeks. It was called the Hel- 
lespont then. It has always been said 
that Constantinople can only be cap- 
tured after the strait has been forced. 
The Greeks forced the forty-seven 
miles of fortified waterway. . But little 
did they dream that the fifteen Inch 
gun of today, the great battleships, the 
little under sea craft and the armies o£ 
hundreds of thousands of men would 
be lighting the battle over again on a 
scale so large that It would have been 


absolutely beyond their power of Im- 
agination.

have come from the scene. The Eng- 
lish, remembering the wooden horse of 
Troy, appropriated the old Greek Idea 
on a larger scale and executed one of 
the most brilliant achievements in 
landing: a large force. The steamship 
Hiver Clyde had been used as.a trans- 
port In the landing of troops at Seddul- 
Bahr, on the Gallipoli peninsula. 
In 


order to deceive the Turks the British 
beached the vessel, which apparently 
was not under control, near the pro- 
posed landing place, and the crew took 
to the boats. The Turks saw in the 
occurrence nothing more than an .acci- 
dent, but that night thousands of 
troops who ' had been hidden aboard 


effected a landing under the- cover of! 
darkness. In one of the illustrations 
above the River Clyde is shown. 


Range Finding Is Difficult. 


One of the most Interesting features 


of the operations on this historic spot 
Is the accurate manner In which the 
battleships find the range of the forts. 
Ranges can be found without specially 
made instruments, but these are now 
generally employed both on ships and 
shore. Nearly all range finders may 
be described as instruments which au 
tomatlcally solve a triangle. 
Usually 


It is a right angled triangle, the length 
of the base of which Is known, and one 
of the sides Is the. rang* It la desired 
to find. 


Recognizing the need of a mechan- 


ical .range finder, the British admiralty 
in 1891 published an advertisement in 
English 
newspapers 
calling for the 


production, of one which could indicate 
a range with accuracy within 3 per 
cent at 3,000 yards. The result was 
tho selection, of an instrument known 
as the "Barr and Stroud," a Joint In- 
vention of Professor Barr of Glasgow 
university 
and Professor 
Stroud of 


Yorkshire college. 
That Instrument, 


which has up to the present-been gen- 
erally used in the British navy, em- 
bodies the 
essential 
principles 
on 


which nearly all later instruments are 
built 


The Instruments 1n use for ranga 


finding are of three principal types. 
First, those furnishing their own bases 
for measurement; 
second, those de 


pending on 8 known dimension of the 
object aimed at; third, those utilizing 
a time observation. The first class are 
those having tho most general appllca 
tion. But satisfactory Instruments are 


Ither very cumbersome or very 
cate and. therefore, liable to giv* 
ranges considerably In error. But, a«\ 
tho personal element enters largely, 
into their use, practice makes them 
fairly efficient. 


The second type may be made rea- 


sonably accurate, but they are 'of com-i 
paratlvely narrow application. 
The. 


third type are generally inaccurate an^ 
have not been of much usa since th« 
Introduction of smokeless powder and 
rapid firing: guns. 


For night use the scale la Illuminat- 


ed, and the range to lights Is ascer^ 
talned by use of an astlgmatlzer. Tht 
frame supporting the tube is provided 
with a tank in which a weight Is sus- 
pended to counteract the motion of th« 
vessel.

The "arrow bullet" shown in Fig. 3 


Is a French device.

600 yards. 


Fig. 4 is an aerial torpedo carried by 


French aeroplanes for the destruction 
of Zeppelins, though they have as yet 
had no chance to UFO them.

Kill Morgan 


WASHINGTON, July 15.—Navy de- 


partment officials today 
awaited 
re- 


sponses from the British steamships 
llowth Head and Baron Js'apier, laden 
with mules for. the British army, and 
now oft the South Atlantic coasi. to a 
radiogram wnrnlng them to watch out 
for bombs in their holds. Both vessels 
sailed from New Orleans July P, tho 
Howth Head for Dublin and Belfast 
via Norfolk, and (he Baron Napier, di- 
rect for Avonmouth.

The warning was flashed out broad- 


cast over the sea from the Arlington 
wireless station last night 
following 


the receipt by Secretary Daniels of a 
telegram from a New Orleans news- 
paper stating that a letter to that pa- 
per from a person, who 'signed himself i 
as "Pearce" Indicated that explosives ' 
had been placed aboard tho two ves- 
sels. 


The writer of the letter also declared 
his intention of killing J. P. Morgan 
and Sir Cecil Sprlns-Rico, the British 
ambassador, and complete Ihe work of 
Erich Muenter, known as Frank Holt, 
who committed suicide recently after 
wounding Mr. Morgan, and with whom 
he says he had formed a partnership In 
an effort to keep the United Slates out 
of the European war. Tho letter also 
warned persons who had friends or 
relatives aboard the Howth Head and 
Baron Napier to watch for rcporls from 
those vessels.
